Hie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That  in  all 
scnool,  village  and  city  elections  hereafter  held  in  this  8tate,  women  who 
are  able  to  read  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  printed  in  the 
English  language,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  for  all  school,  village  and  city 
officers,  and  on  all  questionsvpertaining  to  school,  village  and  city  regula- 
tions, on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  prescribed  by  law  for  male  citizens. 
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Before  any  woman  shall  be  registered  as  a  voter,  the  board  of  registration 
shall  require  her  to  read  and  she  shall  read,  in  the  presence  of  said  board, 
at  least  one  section  of  the  constitution  of  this  State  in  the  English  lan- 
guage. 

Seo.  2.  All  laws  of  this  State  prescribing  the  qualifications  of  voters  kt 
school,  village  and  city  elections  therein,  shall  apply  to  women,  and  women 
who  are  able  to  read  the  constitution  of  Michigan  as  above  provided,  shall 
enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities,  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
penalties  prescribed  for  voters  at  such  elections.

I  desire  to  protest  against  the  action  of  the  House  in  refusing  to  correct 
the  Journal  of  its  proceedings  of  May  9, 1893,  in  reference  to  the  passage 
of 

House  bill  No.  433  (file  No.  114),  entitled 

A  bill  to  reincorporate  the  city"  of  Lansing  and  to  repeal  all  acts  and 
parts  of  acts  in  conflict  therewith, 

Even  when  the  following  facts  concerning  said  bill  and  the  proceeding 
had  upon  its  passage  cannot  but  be  admitted:.  First,  that  the  bill  was  not 
read  for  a  third  time;  second,  that  on  motion  of  Mr.  Davock  to  "con- 
sider the  bill  read''  and  over  the  objection  of  myself,  the* Chair  so  declared 
the  bill  as  read.  Before  the  decision  by  the  Chair,  however,  Mr.  Ham- 
mond, of  Ingham,  arose  to  explain  its  provisions,  and  after  such  explana- 
tion the  Chair  asked  the  second  time  it  there  were  any  objections  to  con- 
aidering  the  bill  as  read,  and  not  hearing  any,  declared  the  third  reading 
of  the  bill,  supposing  that  I  had  withdrawn  my  objection,  but  none  of 
these  different  stex)s  appearing  in  said  Journal  proceedings. 

The  constitution  of  this  State,  article  4  section  19  is  mandatory  in  its 
provisions  and  says  every  bill  shall  be  read  three  times  in  each  house 
before  the  final  passage  thereof,  and  while  the  court  of  last  resort  in  this 
State  has  held  that  a  reading  by  title  only,  on  first  and  second  readings  is 
a  sufficient  compliance  with  the  constitution  it  has  also  said  or  intimated 
pretty  strongly  while  not  passing  on  the  point  that  every  bill  must  read  in 
full  at  least  once  in  each  house.  This  was  a  substitute  bill,  and  while  the 
original  was  for  some  time  upon  the  House  files,  of  the  Qubstitut^  and  its 
provisions  little  if  anything  was  known,  and  I  candidly  and  fairly  submit 
that  it  is  an  injustice  to  a  large  part  of  this  body  and  to  the  people  of  this 
State  for  the  House  to  refuse  to  correct  the  Journal  of  its  proceedings 
€K3Cording  to  the  facts,  and  this  is  especially  true  and  without  precedent  in 
the  history  of  Legislative  proceedings  when  the  corrections  as  requested 
are  admittedly  true. 

I  submit  that  this  wholesale  destruction  or  perversion  of  the  record 
evidence  of  the  proceedings  of  this  body  is  unjust,  unwarrantable  and 
in  violation  of  the  sacred  rights  of  every  citizen  of  this  commonwealth. 
The  mutilation  of  the  record  of  any  legislative  body  destroys  the  con- 
fidence of  the  people  in  popular  government  and  takes  from  this  body 
the  respect  of  its  constituents,  and  I  believe  with  many  other  citizens 
of  this  State  that  if  mutilation  and  perversion  of  the  record  evidence 
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of  our  legislative  bodies  are  permitted  our  constitutional  safe^ards  are 
taken  from  us  and  representative  government  rendered  farcial  in  its 
fullest  significance.

The  following  bill  was  yesterday  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal,  when 
it  could  be  made  ready  by  the  Clerk: 
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House  bill  No.  608  (file  No.  203),  entitled 

A  BILL  to  secure  safety  in  the  use  of  local  and  portable  steam  boilers 
and  engines  and  competency  in  those  that  manage  the  same. 

Section  1.  Tfie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  every 
engine  operated  or  propelled  in  whole  or  in  part  by  steam,  whether  on 
land  or  water,  in  this  State,  which  does  not  come  under  the  steamboat 
inspection  laws  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions- of 
this  act 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  supervising  inspector,  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor  and  with  the  advise  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  who  shall 
be  selected  with  reference  to  his  fitness  and  ability  to  systematize  and 
carry  into  effect  all  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  steam  inspection  ser- 
vice, who  shall  be  entitled  to  a  salary  of  $1,500  a  year,  and  his  reasonable 
traveling  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

Seo.  3.  The  supervising  inspector  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
State  Treasurer,  superintend  the  administration  of  the  steam  inspection 
laws  of  the  State,  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  board  of  district  inspect- 
-ors,  receive  all  reports,  receive  and  examine  all  accounts  of  inspectors, 
report  fully  at  stated  periods  to  the  Stat©  Treasurer  upon  all  matters  per- 
taining to  his  official  duties,  and  produce  correct  and  uniform  administra- 
tion of  the  inspection  laws,  rules  and  regulations. 

Seo.  4.  There  shall  be  one  inspector  for  each  congressional  district, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  supervising  inspector,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  State  Treasurer;  each  of  them  shall  be  selected  for  his 
knowledge,  skill  and  practical  experience  in  the  use  of  steam  powers,  and 
shall  be  a  competent  judge  of  the  character  and  qualities  of  steam  boilers, 
and  of  all  parts  of  machinery  exployed  in  steaming.  Each  district  inspector 
.shall  be  entitled  to  one  thousand  dollars  a  year  and  his  actual  and  reason- 
able traveling  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  together 
with  his  actual  expenses  for  transportation  of  instruments,  which  shall  be 
certified  and  sworn  to  under  such  instruction  as  may  be  given  by  the  State 
Treasurer  and  supervising  inspector. 

Sec  5.  The  district  inspector,  and  supervising  inspector  shall  assemble 
ss  a  board  once  in  each  year  at  the  capitol,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
J^anuary,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  surpervising  inspector  and 
treasurer  shall  prescribe,  for  joint  consultation,  and  the  supervising 
inspector  shall  assign  to  each  of  the  district  inspectors  the  district  in  which 
he  shall  perform  his  duties.  The  board  shall  establish  all  necessary  regu- 
lations required  to  carry  out  in  the  most  effective  manner  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  such  reflations  when  approved  by  the  treasurer  and  super- 
vising inspector  shall  have  force  of  law. 

Sec.  6.  Each  district  inspector  shall  watch  over  all  parts  of  the  district 
-assigned  to  him,  to  inspect  all  steam  powers  and  en^neers  therein  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  adopted  by  the  board,  and  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  board  all  the  business  transacted  in  his  district, 
embracing  all  violations  of  the  law  and  the  action  taken  in  the  same,  and 
the  board  shall  examine  into  all  the  acts  of  each  inspector,  and  all  com- 
plaints made  against  the  same,  in  relation  to  the  performance  of  their 
duties  under  the  law,  and  the  judgment  of  the  board  in  each  case  shall  be 
-entered  upon  their  journal,  and  the  board  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  correct 
mistakes  where  they  exist. 

Sbo.  7.  Each  supervising  inspector,  and  each  district  inspector  shall, 
before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  file  with  the  State  Treasurer 
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his  bond  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  with  two  sureties,  to 
be  approved  by  the  State  Treasurer,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $2,000,  con- 
ditioned for^  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  the 
payment,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  into  the  State  treasury  of  all 
the  moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  office.  In 
case  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  said  bond,  any  person 
injured  thereby  may  bring  suit  on  said  bond,  for  his  own  use,  in  the 
name  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  in  the  circuit  court  of  any 
county  in  which  injuries  may  have  occurred 

Sec.  8.  No  person  interested,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any 
patented  article  required  to  be  used  on  any  steam  power  under  this  act,  or 
who  is  a  member  of  any  association  of  owners  of  steam  powers,  manu- 
facturing company,  or  who  is  directly  or  indirectly,  pecuniarily  interested 
'in  the  same,  or  who  has  not  the  qualifications  and  req^uirements,  or 
requirements  prescribed  by  this  act,  or  who  is  intemperate  in  his  habits, 
shall  be  eligible  to  hold  the  office  of  either  supervising  inspector  or  dis- 
trict inspector,  or  discharge  the  duties  thereof;  and  if  any  such  person 
shall  attempt  to  exercise  the  functions  of  the  office  of  either  inspector,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  punished  by  a  fine  of  $500,  and 
shall  be  dismissed  from  office. 

Sec.  9.  The  district  inspectors  shall  inspect  all  boilers  of  steam  power 
in  their  district,  and  all  new  boilers  before  the  same  shall  be  used,  and 
once  in  every  year  thereafter  they  shall  subject  all  boilers  to  a  hydro- 
static pressure  or  hammer  test  and  by  drilling  boilers  which  have  been 
ih  use  for  ten  years  or  more,  and  shall  satisfy  themselves  by  a  thorough 
examination  that  the  boilers  are  well  made,  of  good  suitable  material, 
that  the  openings  of  the  passage  of  waiter  and  steam  respectively,  and  all 
pipes  and  tubes  exposed  to  heat  are  of  proper  dimensions  and  free  from 
obstructions;  that  the  spaces  between  and  around  the  flues  are  sufficient; 
that  the  flues  are  circular  or  oval  in  form;  that  the  fire  line  of  the  fur- 
nace, is  at  least  two  inches  below  the  prescribed  minimum  water  line  of 
the  boiler;  and  the  arrangements  for  delivering  the  feed  water  is  such 
that  the  boiler  cannot  be  injured  thereby;  and  that  such  boilers  and 
fengines  and  the  appurtenances,  may  be  safely  employed  in  the  services 
proposed  in  the  written  application  without  peril  to  life.  They  shall  also 
satisfy  themselves  that  the  safety  valves  of  suitable  dimensions,  sufficient 
in  number  and  well  arranged,  and  that  the  weights  of  the  safety  valve 
are  properly  adjusted  so  as  to  allow  no  greater  pressure  in  the  boilers 
than  the  amount  prescribed  by  the  inspection  certificate;  that  there  is 
a  sufficient  number  of  gauge  cocks  properly  inserted  and  to  indicate  the 
pressure  of  steam,  suitable  steam  registers  and  that  there  are  reliable  low 
water  gauges. 

Sec.  10.  When  the  inspection  of  a  steam  boiler  is  completed,  and  the 
inspector  approves  of  the  same  and  the  equipments  throughout,  he  shall 
make  and  subscribe  duplicate  certificates  in  accordance  with  the  form  and 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  board  of  inspectors.  Such  certificates  shall 
be  verified  by  the  oaths  of  the  inspectors  signing  them  before  the  justice 
or  any  other  person  competent  by  law  to  iSminister  oaths,  and  shall  be 
and  remain  in  full  force  tor  one  year  from  date.  If  the  inspector  refuses 
to  grant  a  certificate,  he  shall  make  a  statement  in  writing,  and  sign  the 
same,  giving  the  reasons  for  his  disapproval. 

Sec.  11.  Every  inspector  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  steam  powers* 
inspected,  and  shall  deliver  one  of  the  certificates  to  the  State  Treasurer 
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-and  the  other  to  the  owner  of  such  power  inspected,  who  shall,  upon 
receiving  such  certificate,  place  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  place,  where  it 
will  be  most  likely  to  be  observed  by  all,  and  there  kept  at  all  times, 
framed,  under  glass,  and  the  same  thereby  shall  be  evidence  of  the  author- 
ity thereby  conferred,  and  for  each  and  every  offense,  by  neglecting  to 
keep  such  certificate  as  directed,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  two 
hundred  dollars.    . 

Sec.  12.  No  boiler  or  engine  shall  be  used  or  operated  after  the 
aspiration  of  the  time  fixed  by  the  board  of  inspectors  in  any  district  for 
which  an  inspector  shall  have  been  appointed,  but  permits  may  be  granted 
by  the  supervising  inspectors  to  all  owners  of  steam  powers  to  operate  the 
same  until  the  same  shall  have  been  duly  inspected  and  a  certificate  made 
and  delivered  as  aforesaid,  and  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  the  term  of  three  months,  or  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  a  separate  violation  of 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  committed  on  each  and  every 
day  during  which  such  boiler  or  engine  shall  be  so  used  or  operated. 

Sec.  13.  Every  person  who  loads  or  intentionally  loads,  or  causes  to  be 
loaded  or  obstructed  in  any  way  or  manner,  the  safety-valves  of  a  boiler, 
or  who  employ  any  other  means  or  device  whereby  the  boiler  may  be  sub- 
jected to  a  greater  pressure  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  certificate  of 
the  inspectors,  or  intentionally  deranges  or  hinders  the  operation  of  any 
machinery  or  device  employed  to  denote  the  state  of  the  water  or  steam  in 
any  boiler  or  to  give  warning  of  approaching  danger  or  who  intentionally 
permits  the  water  to  fall  below  the  prescribed  low  water  line  of  the  boiler, 
and  every  person  concerned  therein,  directly  or  indirectly,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two*  hundred  dollars, 
and  may  also  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  five  years. 

Sec.  14.  None  but  licensed  engineers  shall  have  the  care  and  manage- 
ment of  such  boilers  and  engines.  Any  person  assuming  such  care  and 
management  without  being  licensed  thereto,  and  any  employer  of  such 
unlicensed  person,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  twelve: 
Provided^  That  the  district  inspector  may  grant  permits  to  known  and 
reputable  engineers  temporarily  to  run  engines  until  the  examination 
required  by  this  act  shall  take  place,  not  exceeding  three  months. 

Sec.  15.  Whenever  any  person  applies  for  authority  to  perform  the 
duties  of  en^neer  of  any  steam  power,  the  district  inspector  shall  exam- 
ine the  applicant  as  to  his  knowledge  of  steam  machinery,  and  his  experi- 
ence, as  an  engineer,  and  also  the  proofs  which  he  produces  in  support  of 
his  claim,  and  if  upon  full  consideration  he  is  satisfied  that  his  character, 
habits  of  life,  knowledge  and  experience  in  the  duties  of  an  engineer,  are 
all  such  as  to  authorize  the  belief  that  he  is  a  suitable  and  safe  person  to 
be  intrusted  with  the  powers  and  duties  of  such  a  station  he  shall  grant 
him  a  license,  authorizing  him  to  be  employed  in  such  duties  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  in  which  he  shall  assign  him  to  the  appropriate  class  of 
engineers;  but  such  license  shall  be  suspended  or  revoked,  upon  satisfac- 
tory proof  of  negligence,  unskillfuUhess,  intemperance,  or  the  willful 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Whenever  complaint  is 
made  against  any  engineer  holding  a  license  authorizing  him  to  take 
eharge  of  the  boilers  or  boiler  of  any  machinery,  that  he  has,  through  negli- 
gence, or  want  of  skill  permitted  the  same  in  his  charge  to  bum  or  other- 
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wise  become  in  bad  condition,  or  that  he  has  not  kept  his  engine  in  good' 
working  order,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector,  upon  sittisfactory 
proof  of  negligence,  or  want  of  skill,  to  revoke  the  license  of  such 
engineer  and  assign  him  a  lower  grade  or  class  of  engineers  if  he  finds 
him  fitted  therefor. 

Sec.  16.  Every  engineer  who  holds  a  license  shall,  before  entering 
upon  his  duties,  make  oath  before  the  inspector,  or  some  other  person 
authorized  to  administer  oaths,  that  he  will  faithfully  and  honestly,  accord- 
ing to  his  best  skill  and  judgment,  without  concealment  or  reservation,, 
perform  all  the  duties  required  of  him  by  law. 

Sec.  17.  All  liceiises  for  engineers  shall  be  in  form  as  directed  by  the 
treasurer  and  supervising  inspector,  and  treated  in  the  same  manner  as- 
those  granted  to  the  owners  of  steam  powers,  as  provided  for  in  sections 
ten  and  eleven,  and  the  holders  of  such  licenses  subject  to  the  penal- 
ties attached  thereto. 

Sec.  18.  All  engineers  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
assist  the  inspectors  in  their  examinations  of  any  steam  boilers  or 
machinery  under  their  control,  and  shall  point  out  all  of  the  defects 
and  imx)erfections  known  to  them  in  the  same,  and  also  shall  make- 
known  to  the  inspector,  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  all  accidents  or 
occurrences  producing  serious  injury  to  the  boilers  or  machinery,  and  in 
default  thereof,  the  license  of  any  engineer  neglecting  or  refusing  so  to- 
do,  shall  be  .revoked.  They  shall  also  give  all  necessary  information  in 
their  power  as  witnesses  in  any  case,  when  required  to  do  so  by  the 
supervising  inspector.  For  all  such  time  spent  as  required  by  the 
supervising  inspector,  and  expenses  incurred,  they  shall  receive  due- 
compensation. 

8ec.  19.  The  inspector  of  one  district  shall  not  modify  or  annul  the 
doings  of  the  inspector  of  another  district,  nor  shall  the  inspector  of  one 
district  knowingly  license  a  person  coming  from  another  district,  if  such 
person  has  been  rejected  for  unfitness  or  want  of  qualifications.  They 
shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  names  to  whom  licenses  are  granted  or 
withheld  and  shall  report  promptly  all  their  official  acts  and  doings  at 
such  time  as  the  treasurer  and  supervising  inspector  shall  direct. 

Sec.  20.  Whenever  any  district  inspector  refuses  to  grant  a  license  to 
any  person  applying  for  the  same  for  steam  power,  or  as  an  engineer,  or 
revokes  the  same,  such  person  deeming  himself  wronged  by  such  refusal 
or  revocation  may,  within  thirty  days  thereof  on  application  to  the  sup- 
ervising inspector  of  the  State,  have  bis  case  examined  anew  by  such 
supervising  inspector,  and  the  district  inspector  shall  show  all  doings  in 
the  premises,  and  the  supervising  inspector  may  revoke,  change  or  modify 
the  decision  of  the  district  inspector,  and  where  there  shall  be  a  disa- 
greement between  them,  the  same  when  so  requested,  shall  investigate 
and  decide  the  same. 

Sec.  21.  All  steam  powers  and  engines  shall  be  inspected  once  in  eack^ 
year  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  before  issuing  any  certifi- 
cate or  license  to  any  owner  of  steam  power,  the  district  inspector  shall 
demand  and  receive  from  the  owners  thereof,  as  a  compensation  for  inspect 
tions  and  the  examinations  made  for  the  year,  the  following  sums,  accord- 
ing to  the  capacity  of  the  same:  For  a  single  stationary  boiler  and  connec- 
tions of  80  horse  power  and  under,  S5.00;  in  excess  of  30  horse  power,- 
$10.00;  in  case  of  a  battery  of  boilers  the  charge  shall  be  $10.00  for  the 
first  boiler  and  $2.00  for  each  additional  boiler;  for  boilers  used  for  heat-> 
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ing  or  other  purposes  than  running  machinery,  three  dollars;  and  for 
examining  and  licensing  engineers,  before  such  license  or  certificate  shall 
be  granted,  the  sum  of  five  dollars;  and  where  such  license  is  special,  three 
dollars;  and  for  each  renewal  thereafter  the  sum  of  one  dollar.  All  such 
sams  and  fees  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  quar- 
ter year  in  which  they  were  received,  and  the  treasurer  shall  procure  for 
the  several  district  inspectors  and  supervising  inspector  such  instruments, 
stationery,  printing  and  other  things  necessary  for  the  use  of  their  respec- 
tive offices,  as  may  be  required  therefor. 

Sec.  22.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  railroad  corpoi^tions  that  have 
a  system  of  inspection  for  the  same  object  for  which  this  act  is  passed: 
Provided,  That  such  system  be  approved  by  the  supervising  inspector  and 
State  Railroad  Commissioner. 

Sec.  23.  The  salaries  of  the  supervisors  and  district  inspectors  and  the 
incidental  expenses  together  with  their  traveling  and  other  expenses  when 
on  official  duty,  and  all  instruments,  books,  blanks,  stationery  and  other 
things  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
provided  for  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  and  paid  for  under  direction 
of  the  State  Treasurer,  out  of  the  revenues  received  into  the  State  treasury,, 
from  the  inspection  of  steam  powers,  and  the  licensing  of  engineers,  which 
revenues  or  so  much  of  them  as  may  be  necessary  for  these  purposes,  shall 
be  permanently  appropriated  therefor.  The  State  Treasurer  and  supervis- 
ing inspector  shall  make  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  fill  all  vacancies  without  delay,  and  report 
the  same  in  their  annual  report 

Sec.  24.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  boilers  used  for  heating  purposes 
only  and  carrying  less  than  ten  pounds  of  steam,  nor  to  portable  boilers  of 
less  than  eight  horse  power  or  to  boilers  insured  and  inspected  by  insur- 
ance companies  doing  business  under  the  law  of  the  State  of  Michigan: 
Pramded,  That  the  system  of  inspection  used  by  said  company  be 
approved  by  the  supervising  inspector  appointed  hereunder.

By  the  committee  on  State  Prison: 

The  committee  on  State  Prison  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

Your  committee  have  repeatedly  visited  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson — 
the  oldest,  the  most  extensive,  and  in  some  respects  the  most  important  of 
the  penal  institutions  of  the  State.  The  amateur  in  institutions  of  this 
kind  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  provision  there  made  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  those  who  have  been  adjudged  guilty  of  infractions  of  the  lairs 
of  the  State;  and  it  is  not  an  easy  task  for  even  an  expert  to  so  examine  the 
detail  of  so  vast  a  penal  institution  as^this  and  decide  with  satisfaction, 
even  to  himself  alone,  as  to  its  defects  or  excellencies. 
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But  since  the  criterion  famished  by  the  accountant's  balance  sheet  is 
nsaally  taken  as  the  most  potent  of  arguments,  and  as  the  Board  of  Prison 
Inspectors  state  in  their  last  report  that  the  State  Prison  had  moved  for- 
ward from  the  grade  of  a  State  incubus  to  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  State 
treasury,  it  is  proper  that  the  truth  of  this  statement  be  examined  in  order 
that  the  Legislature  may  determine  more  readily  the  appeals  from  the 
Prison  Board  for  appropriations. 

It  has  not  been  the  policy  of  the  State  in  the  past  to  make  its  penal 
institutions  a  source  of  revenue;  and  has  only  asked  of  the  wardens  and 
boards  that  they  be  brought  as  nearly  to  the  point  of  self  support  as  might 
be  without  the  aid  of  any  of  those  fictions  which  accountants  are  so  prone 
to  indulge  in,  or  any  laxity  in  the  care,  control,  or  discipline  of  the  inmates, 
or  slackness  in  the  care  ofrthe  property  of  the  State.  But  one  has  not  to 
look  far  in  the  last  report  of  the  Board  of  Prison  Inspectors  to  become 
aware  that  the  fictions  of  book  keeping  play  a  very  prominent  part  in  the 
surplus  revenue  of  the  State  Prison;  and  so  evident  does  this  become,  that 
the  presumption  forces  itself  on  one's  mind  that  there  was  in  reality  a 
deficit,  to  cover  up  which,  various  fictitious  elements  were  brought  into 
the  accounts  and  a  surplus  was  thus  shown. 

The  law  under  which  the  Board  of  Prison  Inspectors  are  supposed  to 
work,  provides  that  they  "shall  cause  the  books  of  the  institution  to  be  so 
kept  as  to  clearly  exhibit  the  workings  of  the  prison;"  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  warden  to  report  to  the  inspectors  quarterly,  showing  the  receipts 
aivi  expenditures  in  detail  But  nothing  of  detail  appears  in  the  report  of 
the  State  Prison.     Nothing  in  fact  but  the  most  unsupported  generalities. 

Among  the  items  of  income  we  find  "Profit  on  manufactured  articles 
made  and  sold  on  prison  account,  $23,515.00."  In  that  item  is  ample  food 
for  reflection.  Wnatwere  the  articles  manufactured  and  sold?  How  was 
the  amount  of  profit  arrived  at?  At  what  price  per  day  was  the  labor  of 
the  inmates  engaged  in  their  manufacture  charged  up?  Is  everything 
except  the  cost  of  the  raw  material  counted  as  naught  and  the  amount 
received  for  the  manufactured  articles  less  the  cost  of  the  raw 
material,  set  down  as  profit?  Or  indeed  was  the  material  itself «  provided 
in  stock  by  their  predecessors,  regarded  as  of  no  cost?  But  in  this  item  of 
profit  on  "manufactured  articles  sold  on  prison  account,"  is  contained  the 
whole  boast  that  the  prison  has  become  a  source  of  revenue  to  the 
State,  for  the  report  for  the  biennial  period  July  1,  1888  to  June  30,  1890, 
shows  but  $6,027.67  claimed  for  this  account.  It  would  be  at  least  inter- 
esting  to  know  how  the  management  for  the  last  biennial  period  had  been 
able  to  show  this  increase  of  $18,487.33  on  this  one  account.  But  not  a  word 
or  figure  is  vouchsafed  us  by  the  inspectors,  whose  duty  it  is  to  be  familiar 
with  every  detail  regarding  it. 

Another  item  of  income  is,  "Tickets  sold  visitors,  $4,300."  Against  this 
amount  there  are  no  charges,  and  the  whole  thereof  is  used  to  swell  the 
profits  of  the  prison.  And  this,  too,  in  the  face  of  the  express  provisions 
of  law  that  $600  of  the  moneys  received  from  visitors  shall  be  expended 
each  year  in  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  prison  library.  Deducting 
this,  we  have  but  $3,300.20  to  be  accounted  as  profit,  instead  of  the  amount 
of  $4,300.20  as  reported. 

The  following  is  a  fair  example  of  the  methods  of  accounting  for  the 
last  biennial  period  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  inspectors: 
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Statement  showing  the  condition  of  moneys  belonging  to  convicts,  amount 
on  hand  June  30, 1890,  amount  received  during  the  two  years,  from 
what  sources  received^  and  amount  paid  out  on  orders  from  convicts.

Here  we  have  four  sources  of  receipts,  with  one  lump  sum  amount,  while 
in  former  reports  the  specific  items  are  given.  But  the  amount  received 
for  convicts  and  placed  to  their  credit  is  nearly  double  that  for  the  next 
preceding  biennial  period,  and  it  is  all  too  evicfent  that  in  that  $40,660.09 
aggregate  there  was  something  to  cover  up;  something  which  the  general 
public  ought  not  to  know.  And  right  here  we  may  justly  remark  that  we 
find  no  small  key  to  the  boast  of  the  inspectors  that  the  cost  of  feeding  the 
in  mattes  of  the  Jackson  Prison  had  been  reduced  under  their  administra- 
tion from  ten  and  one-half  cents  per  man  per  day,  to  eight  and  three-fifths 
-cents  per  day.  For  the  preceding  biennial  period  the  amount  of  money 
paid  out  on  the  orders  of  inmates  was  $18,108.39,  while  for  the  last  two  years 
there  was  paid  out  on  these  orders  $36,662.02— more  than  double  tiiat  of 
the  preceeding  period. 

In  view  of  the  well  known  policy  of  the  late  management  to  allow  the 
purchase  of  eatables  by  the  inmates,  there  is  at  least  a  plausable  suspicion 
that  those  who  had  funds  on  deposit  were  encouraged  to  board  them- 
selves and  thus  lessen  the  expense  to  the  State  of  their  maintenance. 

To  say  the  least,  the  financial  report  of  the  inspectors  for  the  last  two 
years,  is  not  creditable  to  them  as  business  men  or  agents  of  the  people  of 
the  State,  and  this  is  especially  true,  since  the  people,  whose  servants  they 
are,  have  a  right  to  know  the  methods  by  which  they  claim  to  have  made 
so^reat  a  financial  success. 

The  property  inventories  as  taken  at  the  prison  are  not  only  useless,  but 
are  misleading.  The  attempt  is  made  to  have  two  men  affix  values  to  all 
the  various  classes  of  property  and  material,  from  a  steam  boiler  in  its 
arch  to  a  worn  out  tin  pan;  from  buildings  constructed  of  heavy  masonry, 
iron  and  steel,  to  a  rickety  wooden  shed.  An  inventory  of  the  property 
and  effects  of  an  iustitution  of  this  kind,  if  values  are  sought  can  only  be 
made  by  an  army  of  experts  familiar  with  all  varieties  of  material  and 
constructions,  as  well  as  current  cost  prices  and  proper  percentages 
of  deterioration.  But  the  real  use  of  an  inventory,  as  far  as  the 
State  is  concerned,  is  to  determine,  with  each  change  in 
the  management  of  the  prison,  that  its  property  is  intact;  and  the 
inventory  should  be  so  timed  and  listed,  that  the  wardens  shall  be  held 
strictly  accountable  for  everything  which  they  receive.  Under  the  past 
methods  of  inventories,  there  has  been  no  responsibility,  and  no  due 
accounting  for  material  which  has  gone  into  the  daily  use  of 
the  prison  either  for  consumption  or  manufacture  and  sale; 
and  hence  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  make  comparisons  between 
admiiiistrations. 

The  structures  at  the  prison  are  now  what  may  be  called  good;  and  yet 
the  oldest  of  the  cell  blocks  are  of  such  a  kind  of  structure,  and  with  cells 
so  constructed  as  that  they  are  a  source  of  constant  discontent  to  the  inmates 
who  occupy  them,  since  they  feel  that  those  who  are  assigned  to  the  newer 
and  larger  cells  are  being  better  treated.     It  will  no  doubt  be  good  policy 
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io  replace  the  old  cell  block  with  one  of  more  modern  construction  at  no 
Tery  distant  date. 

The  new  west  wall,  which  has  with  its  completion  secured  the 
opportunity  for  the  enlargement  of  the  interior  grounds  of  the 
prison — an  enlargement  very  much  needed  in  order  to  the  proper  man- 
cement  of  the  institution — makes  necessary  the  taking  down  of  the  old 
west  wall  in  order  to  secure  the  intended  result.  To  take  this  wall  down 
and  simply  store  the  material  will  occasion  a  considerable  expense  without 
the  best  return  for  the  outlay.  It  is  certain  that  the  north  wall  must  be 
replaced  at  no  distant  day,  and  when  this  is  done  the  grounds  should  be 
further  enlarged  by  placing  the  north  wall  out  to  the  line  of  the  street. 
With  this  prospective  plan  in  view,  it  is  proposed  to  use  the  material  of  the 
old  west  wall  as  fast  as  it  is  taken  down,  in  laying  the  foundation  of  the 
proposed  north  wall.  This  would  save  a  rehandling  of  this  material  and 
utilize  considerable  labor  which  is  better  adapted  to  this  class  of  work  than 
Any  other.  An  appropriation  of  $5,000  is  asked  for  this  purpose,  and  your 
committee  heartily  recommend  the  same,  believing  it  to  be  in  keeping  with 
s,  true  economy. 

The  other  appropriations  asked  are  only  those  of  necessity  and  pru- 
-dence,  and  we  doubt  not  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  Legislature. 

The  management  of  the  State  Prison  during  th^last  two  years  has  not 
been  as  satisiactory  to  the  people  of  the  State  as  they  have  had  reason  to 
hope  from  a  "reform"  administration.  It  is  but  just,  however, 
to  remark  that  the  prison  has  been  the  victim  of  visionary  theories, 
which  theories,  during  thei  last  two  years,  have  fully  ripened,  and  produced 
their  natural  and  baleful  results.  We  are  not  prepared  to  hold  ex- Warden 
Davis  wholly  responsible  for  the  unfortunate  occurrences  in  the  disci- 
pline of  the  prison.  He  seems  to  have  been  controlled  by  the  same  view 
which  has  of  late  years  been  fashionable,  that  the  inmates  of  our  penal 
institutions  are  not  such  very  bad  fellows,  but  have  been  "unfortunate;" 
and  with  this  view  he  seems  to  have  been  somewhat  inclined  to  the 
purpose  of  making  the  stay  of  his  enforced  visitors  as  agreeable  as 
the  circumstances  would  allow.  To  be  sure,  it  is  an  all  too  well 
known  fact  that  Mr.  Davis  did  not  allow  himself  to  know 
whether  the  rules  of  the  prison  were  being  obeyed  or  not. 
This  may  not  have  been  intentional,  but  his  incumbency  has  been 
marked  by  a  disregard  of  rules,  such  that  all  discipline  was  set  at  naught, 
and  primarily  for  this  he  must  be  held  accountable.  But  it  should  not  be 
foj^tten  that  his  leniency,  his  permitting  the  officers  to  associate  with 
the  inmates  as  "hale  fellows  well  met,"  are  only  in  line  with  the  current 
sentimentality  of  the  time,  which  carries  bouquets  and  sweetmeats  to 
murderers,  and  oflfers  no  sympathy  to  the  relatives  of  the  murderer's 
victim. 

So  intent  does  the  warden  seem  to  have  been  in  his  task  of  making  the 
prison  a  paying  investment  to  the  State,  that  he  had  no  time  to  devote  to 
knowing  whether  his  deputy  and  other  officers  were  conducting  a  prison 
or  a  sanitarium,  although  himself  residing  in  the  building.  As  a  manager 
of  a  "  Dotheboys  Hall,"  Mr.  Davis  has  shown  some  eminent  fitness;  but 
as  the  purveyor  for  men  who  toil  ten  or  more  hours  a  day  in  a  trip  hammar 
shop,  he  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  success.  And  this  is  the  more  marked,  when 
we  take  into  account  the  fact  that  these  men  were  practically  compelled  to 
work  "over  time,"  in  order  to  secure  from  the  contractors  the  means  to 
purchase  what  they  could  not  secure  from  the  8|  cents  per  day  rations  of 
the  prison — surcease  from  hunger

But  in  all  these  matters  of  discipline  and  rations,  the  board  of  inspectors 
are  primarily  responsible.  It  is  their  duty  to  Jpiow  whether  th^  rules  of 
the  institution  are  being  obeyed,  and  how  the  inmates  are  fed.  If  they 
had  thus  known,  if  they  were  as  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  affairs  of 
the  institution  as  the  law  makes  it  their  duty  to  be,  if  instead  of  contenting 
themselves  with  the  reports  made  to  to  them  in  the  warden's  private  office, 
they  had  gone  "  nosing  around  "  as  they  would  in  the  conduct  of  their 
private  affairs  their  "  report  for  the  year  closing  June  30,  1892  '*  could  not 
have  been  made  and  received  their  official  signatures.

Sib — In  answer  to  the  resolution  of  the  H6u8e,  which  you  transmitted 
to  this  department  on  the  twelfth  instant,  asking  for  information  as  to  why 
certain  matter  concerning  the  Michigan  Military  Academy  was  inserted  in 
the  Legislative  Manual,  and  also  as  to  how  much  pay  the  Secretary  of 
State  received  for  such  insertion,  and  whether  a  like  opportunity  was 
offered  to  other  educational  institutions  named  in  the  resolution,  permit 
233-R 
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me  to  say  that  the  reason  mentioned  was  made  of  the  Military  Academy 
was  because  the  governor  is  authorized  by  joint  resolution  adopted  May  1, 
1879  (Sec.  979,  Howell's  annotated  statutes)  to  cause  "  an  annual  inspec- 
tion of  the  discipline,  courses  of  study,  and  general  management  of  this 
institution,"  and  for  that  purpose  a  board  of  inspectors  has  been 
appointed;  also  that  by  the  same  resolution,  the  graduates  of 
said  institution  are  made  eligible  to  appointment  as  brevet  second 
lieutenants  in  the  State  troops,  and  may  be  commissioned  and 
assigned  to  companies  at  the  discretion  of  the  governor,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  inspecting  officers,  not  to  exceed  one  to  each  company; 
and  it  was  further  ordered  by  the  same  resolution,  that  the  Governor  be 
^'authorized  to  appoint  and  commission  the  superintendent  as  colonel, 
and  the  military  professor,  quartermaster  and  surgeon,  each  as  majors  in 
the  State  troops."  The  said  resolution  was  adopted,  as  stated  in  the 
preamble,  because  the  United  States  government  had  recognized  the  value 
of  this  academy  by  detailing  an  officer  of  the  regular  army  as  one  of  its 
professors,  and  also  by  supplying  said  institution  with  a  full  equipment  of 
arms,  ammunition  and  camp  equipage.  The  same  resolution  also  recog- 
nized the  value  of  the  Military  Academy,  in  teaching  military  science 
and  tactics,  as  a  material  aid  in  the  instruction  and  efficiency  of  the 
State  militia.  Section  26t  of  Howell's  annotated  statutes  instructs  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  insert  certain  matter  in  the  Legislative  Manual,  and, 
in  addition,  "  such  other  matter  as  may  be  deemed  essential,"  and  because 
of  such  official  recognition  by  the  State,  and  because  of  the  other  reasons 
mentioned  above,  it  was  considered,  in  connection  with  the  nature  of  the 
Manual,  that  there  was  sufficient  authority  of  law  to  insert  in  the  Manual 
some  mention  of  the  Michigan  Military  Academy,  and  that  it  could  be 
done  without  giving  any  ground  for  the  charge  contained  in  the  resolu- 
tion, namely,  that  the  Secretary-  of  State  had. opened  the  pages  of  the 
Manual  for  advertising  matter,  and  that  a  pecuniary  consideration  had 
been  received  by  him  for  anything  that  appeared  therein. 

As  to  the  question  asking  the  price  received  for  the  insertion  in  ques- 
tion, I  beg  to  say  that  the  inference  is  gratuitous  and  unwarranted,  and 
that  no  price  was  ever  in  any  way  considered.

JOINT  RESOLUTION  proposing  an  amendment  to  section  one  of   arti- 
cle seven  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  relative  to  the  qualifications 
»  of  electors. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Michigan,  That  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  this  State  for 
approval  or  rejection  the  following  amendment  to  section  1  of  article  7  of 
the  constitution  of  this  State,  that  is  to  say,  that  section  1  of  article  7  of 
said  constitution  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

**  Section  1.  In  all  elections,  every  male  inhabitant  of  this  State,  being 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  every  male  inhabitant  residing  in  this  State 
on  the  24th  day  of  J.une,  1835,  every  male  inhabitant  residing  in  the  State 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  1850,  every  male  inhabitant  of  foreign  birth 
who,  having  resided  in  the  State  two  years  and  six  months  prior  to  the 
eighth  day  of  November,  1894,  and  having  declared  his  intention  to  become 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States  two  years  and  six  months  prior  to  said  last 
named  day,  and  every  civilized  male  inhabitant  of  Indian  descent  a  native 
of  the  United  States,  and  not  a  member  of  any  tribe,  shall  be  an  elector 
and  entitled  to  vote;  but  no  one  shall  be  an  elector  or  entitled  to  vote  at 
any  election  unless  he  shall  be  above  the  age  of  21  years  and  has  resided 
in  this  State  six  months  and  in  the  township  or  ward  in  which  he  oflFers  to 
vote  20  days  next  preceding  such  election:  Provided,  That  in  time  of  war, 
insurrection  or  rebellion  no  qualified  elector  in  the  actual  military  service 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  or  in  the  army  or  navy  thereof,  shall 
be  deprived  of  his  vote  by  reason  of  his  absence  from  the  township,  ward 
or  State  in  which  he  resides,  and  the  Legislature  shall  have  the  power  and 
shall  provide  the  manner  in  which  and  the  time  and  place  at  which  such 
absent  electors  may  vote,  and  for  the  canvass  and  return  of  their  votes  to 
the  township  or  ward  election  district  in  which  they  respectively  reside,  or 
otherwise." 

Resolved,  That  said  constitutional  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
electors  of  this  State  at  the  election  to  take  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  in  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
four;  and  the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  required  to  give  notice  of  the 
same  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State  at  least  fifteen 
days  prior  to  said  election,  and  to  certify  the  same  to  the  clerks  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  this  State  as  required  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  and 
the  said  sheriffs  are  directed  to  give  the  several  notices  required  by  law, 
and  the  board  of  election  commissioners  of  each  of  the  several  counties  in 
this  State  shall  prepare  the  ballots  for  voting  on  this  amendment  in  accord- 
ance with  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  and  shall  designate  said  amend- 
ment on  the  official  ballot  as  follows:     '* Amendment  to  the  constitution

Your  petitioner,  James  J.  Brown,  of  St  I^ace,  Mackinac  county,  Mich- 
igan, respectfully  shows  that  he  was  a  candidate  on  the  democratic  ticket 
for  Circuit  Judge  of  the  33d  judicial  circuit  at  the  April  election  last  past, 
and  that  Oscar  Adams,  of  Cheboygan,  Michigan,  was  the  candidate  on  the 
republican  ticket 
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Your  petitioner  further  shows  that  in  the  county  of  Cheboygan,  which 
is  a  part  of  said  judicial  circuit,  gross  errors  were  committed  in  counting 
the  ballots;  that  a  large  number  of  ballots  were  counted  in  certain  wards 
in  the  city  and  in  certain  townships  in  the  county  for  said  Oscar  Adams  to 
which  he  was  not  entitled  and  which  should  have  been  credited  to  your 
petitioner,  and  that  other  ballots  were  counted  for  said  Oscar  Adams 
where  there  was  a  X  at  the  head  of  the  democratic  ticket  and  a  X  before 
the  name  of  said  Oscar  Adams,  and  the  name  of  your  petitioner  not 
erased. 

Your  petitioner  more  particularly  specifies  that  as  he  is  informed  and 
verily  believes  the  truth  to  be,  that  in  the  first  ward  of  the  city  of  Cheboy-

in  Tuscarora.  seven  (7)  votes,  making  a  total  of  154  votes,  which  said  votes 
should  have  been  counted  for  your  petitioner;  and  that  other  ballots  were 
counted  for  said  Oscar  Adams  in  said  wards  and  townships  to  which  he  is 
in  no  wise  entitled.

Sib — I  am  instructed  by  the  Senate  to  return  to  the  House  the 
following  bill: 

House  bill  No.  699  (file  No.  268),  entitled 

A  bill  to  amend  section  3  of  title  1;  sections  1,  5  and  8  of  title  2;  sec- 
tions 12  and  13  of  title  3;  title  4;  section  1  of  title  5;  sections  8,  11,  18, 19 
and  20  of  title  6;  title  8;  sections  8,  10,  11,  12  and  16  of  title  10;  section 
1  of  title  11;  section  3  of  title  12;  sections  2,  5,  and  9  of  title  13;  section 
18  of  title  14;  and  title  15,  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  annex  the  terri- 
tory embraced  within  the  city  of  East  Saginaw  to  that  of  the  city  of  Sag- 
inaw, and  to  consolidate  the  city  of  East  Saginaw  with  Saginaw  under  the 
name  of  the  city  of  Saginaw;  to  specify  and  fix  the  boundaries  of  the 
consolidated  city;  to  provide  for  the  assuming  and  payment  of  the 
indebtedness  and  liabilities  of  the  present  cities  of  East  Saginaw  and 
Saginaw,  and  for  the  ownerships  of  their  corporate  property  and  rights; 
to  define  the  corporate  rights,  powers  and  privileges  of  said  city  of  Sagi-

3.  Amend  section  9  'of  title  4  by  adding  after  the  word  "  ordinance" 
in  line  5  the  following  words:  "  and  shall  keep  and  maintain  his  office  in 
the  city  hall." 

4.  Amend  title  12  by  inserting  two  new  sections  to  stand  as  sections  one 
and  two,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  ox>mmon  council  of  the  city  of  Saginaw  shall  appoint 
five  persons,  electors  of  said  city,  three  from  the  eastern  taxing  district 
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and  two  from  the  western  taxing  district  of  said  city,  who  shall  constitute 
the  board  of  water  commissioners  of  the  city  of  Saginaw,  and  in  the  name 
of  the  city  said  board  shall  have  power  to  make  contracts,  and  shall  also 
have  full  power  to  make  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  management  of  the  water  works  belonging  to  said  city. '  Said  board 
shall  have  charge  of  the  water  works  of  said  city,  and  shall  have  power  to 
expend  such  sums  of  money  as  the  common  council  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  by  resolution  or  otherwise,  place  at  their  disposal,  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  management  of  the  water  works,  and  the  extension  of  water 
pipes,  building  of  docks,  cribs,  buildings,  reservoirs,  and  other  works 
required  for  the  successful  oreration  of  said  water  works. 

tiEa  2.  The  members  of  the  board  of  water  commissioners  of  said  city 
now  in  office  except  the  mayor  of  said  city  shall  hold  until  the  expiration 
of  the  terms  for  which  they  were  respectively  appointed,  and  the  fifth 
member  to  be  appointed  in  the  year  1893,  shall  hold  his  office  until  his 
successor  is  duly  appointed  in  the  year  1898. 

Upon  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  such  fifth  member  in  the 
year  1893,  the  mayor  of  said  city  shall  ceiwe  to  be  a  member  of  said  board 
of  water  commissioners.  In  the  year  1894  and  annually  thereafter,  at  the 
time  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  5  of  title  11  of  this  act,  the 
common  council  shall  appoint  one  citizen  of  said  city,  being  a  qualified 
elector,  as  commissioner,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  five 
years:  Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  or 
disqualify  any  member  of  said  board  for  reappointment,  and  in  case  of 
the  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  city  or  from  llie  office  of  any 
commissioner,  the  common  council  shall,  at  their  next  regular  meeting 
thereafter,  or  as  soon  as  may  be,  fill  such  vacancy.

By  the  special  committee  to  investigate  the  Agricultural  College: 
On  April  21  the  special  joint  committee  consisting  of  three  members 
each  from  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  was  authorized  *'with 
power  and  authority  to  send  for  persons,  books  and  papers  and  employ 
expert  and  clerical  help  if  necessary  and  investigate  the  policy,  course  of 
study,  conduct  and  general  management  of  the  Agricultural  College  and 
its  property,  and  submit,  if  possible,  recommendations  looking  towards  an 
increase  in  and  the  enlargement  of  the  usefulness  of  the  institution."  In 
pursuance  of  which  authority  the  committee  at  once  organized  and,  after 
formulating  a  plan  of  procedure,  began  taking  testimony  as  it  was  sug- 
gested that  persons  dependent  upon  the  will  and  pleasure  of  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture,  who  have  general  charge  and  control  of  the  students 
and  faculty  would  give  more  fully  and  freely  their  testimony  if  the  com- 
mittee held  executive  sessions,  it  was  decided  that  a  portion  at  least  of  the 
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committee  meetings  should  be  so  held  and  the  evidence  taken  under  oath. 
The  following  divisions  or  sections  were  adopted  at  the  first  meeting  a» 
necessary  for  consideration: 

1.  Legal  basis  of  the  college. 

a.  National  laws, 
fe.  State  laws. 

2.  Has  the  basis  been  complied  with? 
a  In  the  agricultural  course. 

b.  In  the  mechanical  course. 

3.  In  complying  with  this  basis  have  the  funds  been  wisely  used  both 
in  the  general  fund  and  experimental  fund? 

<i.  In  buildings  and  equipment? 

b.  In  the  salary,  labor  done  being  considered,  of  the  faculty? 

c.  Have  the  faculty  sufficient  work  assigned  them? 
4  Is  co-education  desirable  and  to  be  recommended? 

5.  Is  it  desirable  to  vest  the  future  care  and  management  of  the  Agri- 
cultural College  lands  in  the  hands  of  the  board  of  agriculture  instead  of 
the  present  board  of  control? 

Our  findings  upon  the  several  divisions  of  the  subject  as  above  mentioned 
are  given,  such  portion  of  the  evidence  taken  as  is  deemed  necessary  to 
sustain  our  conclusions  being  given  in  detail. 

LEGAL   BASIS  OF   THE   COLLEGE. 

The  college  was  established  in  obedience  to  a  requisition  of  the  revised 
constitution  of  the  State  adopted  in  1850.  The  act  of  organization  waa 
approved  February  12, 1855,  an  act  of  reorganization  was  approved  March 
15,  1861,  and  prescribes  the  duties  of  the  board,  president,  secretary, 
faculty  and  superintendent  of  farm,  as  well  as  the  course  of  instruction, 
and  hours  of  students'  labor.  Such  part  of  the  course  of  study  and  details 
in  the  management  of  the  college  as  is  mandatory  in  the  laws  govern- 
ing the  action  of.  the  managers  of  the  college,  must  clearly  relieve  them 
of  responsibility  for  the  results,  provided  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed. 
An  analysis,  however,  of  the  law,  both  State  and  Ji^ational  lead  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  intention  of  congress  was,  as  expressed  in  section  4  of  the  act 
of  July  2,  1862,  '*  that  the  leading  object  shall  be,  without  excluding  other 
scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such 
branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts, 
in  such  manner  as  the  legislators  of  the  states  may  respectively  prescribe, 
in  order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial 
classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life."  Congress  having 
thus  vested  in  our  legislature  the  prescribing  of  the  manner  in  which  such 
branches  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  are  taught, 
provided  that  the  promotive  object,  to  wit,  "  in  order  to  promote  the 
liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the 
several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life"  be  not  lost  sight  of,  it  seems 
clear  that  to  our  laws  we  must  look  for  such  dictation  as  they  may 
contain.  Section  4998 of  Howell's  says  "The  board  shall  have  power  to 
regulate  the  course  of  instruction,"  and  section  4990  states  that  "The 
course  of  instruction  shall  embrace  the  English  language  and  literature, 
mathematics,  civil  engineering,  agricultural  chemistry,  animal  and  vege- 
table anatomy  and  physiology,  the  veterinary  art,  entomology,  geology, 
and  such  other  natural  sciences  as  may  be  prescribed,  technology,  political, 
rural  and  houshold  economy,  horticulture,  moral  philosophy,  history,  book- 
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keeping,  and  especially  the  application  of  science  and  the  mechanical  arts 
to  practical  agriculture  in  the  field."  In  short,  it  seems  clear  that  the 
intimation  of  the  statutes  is  that  gi*eat  latitude  should  be  given  to  the 
board  and  we  believe  such  construction  has  been  placed  by  the  board  upon 
the  law. 

Your  committee,  however,  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  so  construing  the 
legal  basis  of-  the  college  the  board  should  ever  bear  in  mind  the  terse 
terms  of  the  act  of  congress  in  directing  that  the  legislatures,  and  the  board 
of  agriculture  its  creation,  should  '*teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are 
related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  in  order  to  promote  the  liberal 
and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and 
professions  in  life;"  from  this  standpoint  your  committee  came  to  the 
consideration  of  the  second  section  of  the  question,  to  wit: 

Has  the  legal  basis  been  complied  with? 

a.  In  the  agricultural  course? 

b.  In  the  mechanical  course? 

In  the  agricultural  course,  your  committee  find  that  there  is  some 
ground  for  criticism  in  the  lack  of  "practical  education"  given  the  students. 
Among  the  most  practical  necessities  of  an  agricultural  student  is  to  be 
able  to  handle  a  team,  to  plow,  to  sow,  in  fact  to  be  able,  if  called  upon,  to 
perform  well  any  of  the  practical  operations  upon  the  farm.  No  provision 
is  m'de  for  teaching  many  of  these  things  at  the  college.  With  this 
exception,  the  course  seems  to  be  thorough  and  the  results  highly  credit- 
able to  the  iustitution. 

h.  In  the  mechanical  course. 

This  course  we  find  in  a  very  creditable  condition.  From  the  head  of 
the  department  down,  there  seems  to  be  a  push  and  vim  which  permeates 
ev^ry  student  with  its  influence  and  serves  to  make  the  course  valuable 
and  attractive.  We  are  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  its  value  both  to 
the  students  as  well  as  to  the  institution  might  be  enhanced  by  the  addis 
tion  of  some  practical  teachings  in  plumbing  and  pipe  fitting,  heating,  etc., 
and  the  practical  application  of  such  knowledge  to  the  buildings  and  plant 
of  the  college — it  seemed  clear  to  your  committee  that  were  this  course 
adppted  it  would  serve  to  benefit  the  students  and  at  the  same  time 
economically  improve  the  plant  in  these  respects,  for  wh'ch  there  is  ample 
opportunity. 

8.  Have  the  expenditures  been  wisely  made,  both  in  the  experimental 
and  general  funds. 

a.  In  building  and  equipment. 

b.  In  the  salary  (labor  done  being  considered)  of  the  faculty,  incident- 
ally have  the  faculty  sufficient  work  assigned  them? 

a.  In  buildings  and  equipment  your  committee  consider  that  on  th^ 
whole,  the  funds  have  been  wisely  used.. 

6.  In  the  salaries  paid,  labor  done  being  considered,  your  committee 
took  up  the  investigation  into  the  expenditures  in  the  experimental  and 
general  funds  seperately,  in  the  experimental  fund  we  find  that  the  portion 
ol  the  salaries  of  the  president,  faculty  and  assistant  at  the  college  was 
$9,119.53  for  the  past  year,  the  amount  expended  at  the  Grayling  experi- 
ment station  being  about  $800.  A  detailed  statement  from  each  head  of 
department  was  made  to  your  committee  which  owing  to  their  length  can- 
not be  enumerated,  but  which  has  enabled  your  committee  to  form  the 
estimate  that  the  amount  paid  for  the  services  rendered  has  been  well 
expended,  a  comparison  of  the  bulletins  issued  by  Michigan  and  other 
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states  show  that  only  New  York,  West  Virginia  and  Virginia,  have 
exceeded  oars  in  number,  the  general  average  fcing  6  bulletins  and  aver- 
age total  pages  172,  while  Michigan  issued  11  bulletins  and  the  "Flora  of 
Michigan,"  218  pages  (printed  in  other  states  in  their  bulletin),  a  total  of 
429  pages;  a  comparison  of  the  value  of  the  matter  issued,  Michigan  may 
feel  a  pardonable  pride  with  the  exception  of  an  inaccuracy  of  statement 
regarding  hot  water  treatment  for  "rust"  on  wheat  where  "smut"  should 
have  been  stated  instead,  this  error  should  not  have  been  perpetuated,  in 
the  second  edition,  as  it  was,  and  it  would  seem  that  if  the  error  had  made 
the  impression  which  it  ought  upon  the  mind  of  its  responsible  author 
there  would  have  been  no  opportunity  for  its  having  escaped  his  memory  . 
when  the  second  edition  was  published. 

Passing  now  to  that  portion  of  section  3  of  the  course  of  investigation 
which  relates  to. the  use  of  the  funds  in  the  college  department  proper, 
incidentally  considering  whether  the  faculty  have  sufficient  work  assigned 
them,  and  as  indicative  that  the  relative  salaries  paid  here  and  elsewhere 
are  not  higher  here,  we  find  that  within  the  last  4  years  27  professors  and 
assistants  have  resigned  to  receive  nearly  double  pay  elsewhere, —  we  report 
that  a  review  of  the  detailed  statement  of  each  department,  furnished  us 
at  our  request,  leads  us  to  the  conclusion  that  while  we  do  not  find  suffic- 
ient ground  for  recommending  the  cutting  oflF  of  any  portion  of  the  present 
force,  yet,  as  will  appear  under  the  proper  head  of  this  report  we  do  believe 
that  more  work  can  be  sjiven  to  the  faculty,  and  a  corresponding  greater 
benefit  to  the  students  and  college,  by  enlarging  the  laboratory  or  practical 
teaching  without  increasing  materially  the  force  of  teachers;  to  illustrate, 
a  lecture  can  be  given  by  a  professor  to  a  hundred  students  fo*.*  an  hour 
with  much  less  effort  than  he  can  handle  25  students  in  the  laboratory  and 
yet  quite  likely  the  laboratory  work  will  prove  the  more  valuable.  Tour 
committee  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  belittling  the  value  to  the  State 
as  well  as  to  the  college  of  the  higher  or  more  scientific  pursuits  of  the 
various  educational  features  or  branches  at  the  college;  these  pursuits  are 
necessary  to  enable  it  to  properly  conduct  the  more  practical  elements  that 
they  be  based  upon  a  correct  or  scientific  basis,  and  while  the  maintenance 
of  these  branches  at  the  proper  standing  to  accomplish  these  results  is 
expensive,  yet  it  has  proved  often  times,  as  a  mere  investment,  a  profitable 
one  to  the  farmers  as  well  as  others  in  our  State.  A  few  instances  will  serve 
to  illustrate  the  idea  of  the  practical  benefits  derived  by  the  people  from 
the  scientific  woik  of  the  college.  • 

1.  First  to  demonstrate  that  the  arsenites — London  purple  and  Paris 
green — were  safe  and  practical  remedies  against  the  codling  moth.  This 
remedy  now  is  used  all  over  the  country. 

2.  The  first  to  make  and  use  the  kerosene  emulsion,  which  is  now  relied 
upon  as  a  specific  against  all  such  insects  as  plant  and  parasitic  lice,  bugs, 
etc. 

3.  The  first  to  prove  that  it  was  safe  to  use  Paris  green  to  fight  the 
potato  beetle. 

4.  The  first  to  show  that  pyrethrum  mixed  with  water  was  an  efficient 
insecticide.  This  is  the  only  non -poisonous  substance  that  is  found  effi- 
cient in  destroying  insects. 

5.  The  first  to  show  the  proportion  of  paris  green  or  London  purple  and 
water,  which  is  best  in  fighting  insects. 

6.  Proved  by  careful  experiment  that  it  is  not  dangerous  to  use  London 
purple  or  Paris  green  on  fruit  trees,  even  though  stock  be  pastured  in  the 
orchard. 
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7.  The  first  to  prove  by  careful  experiment  that  it  will  not  do  to  spray 
fruit  trees  while  in  bloom.     Such  spraying  will  kill  honey  bees. 

8.  Proved  beyond  question  that  bees  are  essential  to  the  full  fruitage  of 
our  orchards  and  gardens. 

9.  Proved  by  extensivfe  experiments  that  artificial  pasturage,  by  use  of 
non-useful  plants,  for  bees  is  not  practical. 

10.  Proved  that  spraying  with  the  arsenites  is  not  a  satisfactoiy  remedy 
against  the  plum  curculio. 

11.  That  our  present  methods  of  honey  analyses  are  not  reliable. 

12.  Proved  that  it  is  possible  to  trap  and  even  poison  cut  worms  by  use 
of  baits  of  fresh  clover,  mullein  or  other  herbage. 

13.  Exposed  the  sale  of  marl  brought  in  from  Ohio  and  sold  at  high 
prices  as  Buckeve  Superphosphate,  sold  for  $20.00  a  ton,  and  cost  about 
«1.00.  ^ 

14.  Exposed  the  sale  of  Western  Reserve  Fertilizer  (jJowdered  furnace 
slag)  worth  34c  a  ton  and  sold  for  $22.00  a  ton.  Killed  the  sale  of  800  tons 
at  once,  and  was  threatened  with-  prosecution  for  $60,000.00. 

15.  Clawson  wheat  was  denounced  by  millers  as  unfit  for  food  or  grind- 
ing and  price  ran  down  at  once  10c  a  bushel,  but  after  its  value  was  demon- 
strated the  price  came  up  10c.  Farmers  said  the  wheat  produced  three  to 
five  bushels  more  per  acre  than  the  kinds  recommended  by  millers.  With 
1,500,000  acres  of  wheat  three  bushels  per  acre  makes  a  large  gain. 

16.  Demonstrated  that  American  wheat  is  not  poisoned  by  use  of  Paris 
igreen  for  insecticides,  contrary  to  the  statement  of  a  leading  scientist, 
which  charge  was  taken  up  by  European  wheat  growers  and  the  world's 
market  for  American  wheat  was  saved. 

17.  Have  shown  the  great  capacity  of  Michigan  to  grow  sugar  beets  of 
^eat  sugar  producing  quality. 

18.  Tested  thousands  of  packets  of  seeds  from  different  dealers. 

19.  Tested  two  thousand  Varieties  of  fruits  and  vegetables  and  made 
known  their  worth  to  the  public. 

Coming  now  to  the  fourth  section  of  the  inquiry. 

Is  co-education  desirable  and  to  be  recommended? 

The  arguments  upon  this  question  are  so  voluminous  that  it  is  not  deemed 
in  the  limited  space  allotted  to  us,  best  to  open  here  their  discussion.  The 
success  of  the  education  of  girls  at  the  University  in  our  State,  at  the  Agri- 
cultural College  in  Kansas,  and  other  leading  educational  institutions 
where  the  dormitory  plan  is  not  adopted,  has  been  such  that  your  commit- 
tee feel  that  the  step  is  fully  warranted,  and  that  it  is  popularly  demanded, 
and  that  as  soon  as  the  Board  of  Agriculture  can  arrange  for  the  Industrial 
course  for  girls  it  should  be  done. 

Sec.  5.  Is  it  desirable  to  relieve  the  Board  of  Control  of  Agricultural 
College  lands  from  further  care  of  these  lands,  and  vest  their  care  and 
management  in  Board  of  Agriculture,  or  jointly  in  the  two  boards? 

The  following  brief  history  of  the  case  is^submitted  as  our  reasons  for 
believing  that  the  control  of  these  lands  should  be  vested  solely  in  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  respectfully  recommend  for  that  purpose 
the  passage  of  House  tile  364. 

February  12,  1855,  the  Legislature  of  Michigan  appropriated  the  money 
from  the  sale  of  twenty-two  sections  of  salt  spring  lands,  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  State  Agricultural  College,  and  placed  it  under  the  care  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 
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March  15, 1861,  the  legislature  amended  the  laws  relative  to  the  college 
and  placed  its  interest  in  the  care  of  a  new  board  created  especially  for 
this  purpose,  called  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  composed  of  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State,  the  president  of  the  college  and  six  members  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  two 
each  for  terms  of  two,  four  and  six  years  respectively,  to  be  succeeded  as 
their  terms  expired  by  appointees  for  six  years  each.  Thus  the  normal 
change  in  the  membership  of  the  board  would  not  exceed  3-8  every  two 
years,  and  as  the  members  are  unpaid,  so  that  the  position  is  not  sought 
for  the  money  there  is  in  it,  there  have  been  fifty  per  cent  of  reappointments, 
making  the  board  a  relatively  stable  body  that  can  hardly  fail  to  be  well 
informed  concerning  the  interests  intrusted  to  its  care.  The  three  men 
who  have  acted  as  president  of  the  board  since  its  organization  are 
ex-Governor  Austin  Blair,  1861-1855,  the  late  Judge  Hezekiah  G.  Wells,  of 
Kalamazoo,  1865-1883,  and  Hon.  Franklin  Wells  of  Constantine;  since  that 
time  of  the  remaining  appointive  members  three  are  filling  second  terms. 

The  year  after  this  board  was  organized,  the  United  States  Congress 
passed  an  act,  approved  July  2,  1862,  donating  land  to  the  several  states 
which  should  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts,  under  which  Michigan  received  235,682.46  acres  of  land 
subject,  among  others,  to  the  following  conditions: 

Segs.  3  and  4.  That  all  expenses  of  management,  superintendence  and 
taxes  from  date  of  selection  of  said  lands,  previous  to  their  sales,  and  all 
expenses  incurred  in  the  management  and  disbursement  of  moneys  which 
may  be  received  therefrom,  shall  be  paid  by  the  states  to  which  they 
may  belong,  out  of  the  treasury  of  said  states,  so  that  the  entire  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  said  lands  shall  be  applied  without  any  diminution 
whatever,  to  the  endowment,  support  and  maintenance  of,  at  least,  one 
college. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  grant  of  land  and  land  scrip  hereby  authorized 
shall  be  made  on  the  following  conditions,  to  which,  as  well  as  to  the 
provisions  hereinbefore  contained,  the  provisions  assent  of  the  several 
states  shall  be  signified  by  legislative  acts:  First,  If  any  portion  of 
the  fund  invested,  as  provided  by  the  foregoing  section,  or  any  portion 
of  the  interest  thereon,  shall,  by  any  act  or  contingency,  be  diminishod 
or  lost,  it  si  all  be  replaced  by  the  state  to  which  it  belongs,  so  that 
the  capital  shall  remain  forever  undiminished. 

No  portion  of  said*  fund,  nor  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be  applied, 
directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense  whatever,  to  the  purchase, 
section,  preservation  or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings. 

This  grant  was  accepted  on  behalf  of  the  State,  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions under  which  it  was  made,  by  an  act  approved  February  25, 
1863,  and  on  March  18,  1863,  was  approved,  by  which  the  care  and 
disposition  of  this  endowment  of  the  State  Agricultural  CoUetre  was 
placed,  not  with  the  trustees  created  by  the  State  for  the  control  of 
the  interests  of  the  college,  but  in  the  hands  of  a  newly  created  board 
composed  of  six  of  the  principal  officers  of  the  State  government. 

It  is  no  derogation  of  the  general  merits  of  our  system  of  State  govern- 
ment to  say  that  a  boa^d  so  composed  is  too  changeable  to  be  able  to  secure 
the  best  results  from  such  a  trust.  It  is  a  piece  of  the  business  interests 
of  the  State  that  ought  to  be  removed  as  far  as  may  be  from  the  vicissi- 
tudes of  politics  and  not  subject  to  fall  at  any  biennial  election  into  entirely 
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new  hands.    As  instances  of  the  evils  of  the  present  system,  the  following- 
facts  are  cited: 

First,  The  selection  of  the  lands,  which  was  chiefly  made  daring  the 
years  1865  to  1868,  was  a  most  unwise  sacrifice  of  the  interests  of  the  coU 
lege,  as  at  that  time  it  would  have  been  possible  to  have  selected  every 
acre  of  the  entire  grant  from  the  best  pine  lands  in  the  State,  which  could,, 
ere  this,  have  been  sold  for  a  sum  that  would  have  given  the  college  an 
endowment  easily  ten  fold  as  large  as  that  which  it  now  nas.  Instead  of  this,, 
almost  no  pine  was  taken,  under  the  specious  explanation  that  an  agricul- 
tural college  grant  should  be  agricultural  rather  than  timber  land.  As  a 
result  the  college  was  endowed  with  lands  which  have  averaged,  so  far  as 
sold,  less  than  $4.00  per  acre,  and  of  the  yet  unsold  portions  of  which,  tens 
of  thousands  of  acres  are  of  the  slightest  kind  of  jack  pine  barrens,  of  $3.53 
per  acre,  and  that  for  the  most  valuable  half  of  the  entire  grant.  At  that 
time  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  presented  a  memorial  to  the  State 
Agricultural  Land  Grant  Board  praying  them  to  withdraw  the  lands  from 
the  market  and  have  them  reappraised  before  any  more  sales  should  be 
made.  This  was  done,  and  as  a  result,  the  sales  for  the  next  ten  yeara 
averaged  $6.90  per  acre,  or  nearly  double  the  price  for  which  they  had 
been  goine  before. 

Third,  As  between  the  reports  of  the  land  office  for  1887  and  1888,  there 
is  an  amount  of  $11,165.94  reported  as  due  the  college  funds  in  the  first 
year  that  disappears  from  sight  with  no  explanation  in  the  second  year. 
An  exhibit  of  this  discrepancy  is  made  on  page  twenty-four  of  the  report 
of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  for  1888. 

Fourth,  In  1891  the  board  of  agriculture  again  asked  the  land  jLjrant 
board  to  have  the  college  lands  withdrawn  and  reappraised.  The  witt- 
drawal  was  made,  but  the  reappraisal  was  refused  unless  the  board  of 
agriculture  would  consent  to  the  cost  of  such  reappraisal  being  charged  to 
the  college  funds.  This  the  board  of  agriculture  refused  to  sanction,  aa 
having  no  right  to  do  so,  because  the  terms  of  the  grant  from  the  United 
States  specifically  required  that  "all  expenses  of  management,  superintend- 
ence and  taxes  from  date  of  selection  of  said  lands  previous  to  their  sale 
and  all  expenses  incurred  in  the  management,  and  disbursements  of  moneys 
which  may  be  received  therefrom  shall  be  paid  by  the  states  to  whicli  they 
may  belong  out  of  the  treasury  of  said  states  so  that  the  entire  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  said  lands  shall  be  applied  without  any  diminution  whatever 
to  the  purpose  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Pending  this  controversy,  the  lands  were  by  the  land  grant  board 
restored  to  the  market  on  the  2yth  of  last  September  without  reappraisal,, 
on  the  ground  that  there  was  irrestible  pressue  from  would-be  settlers  wha 
desired  to  purchase  and  locate  on  these  lands. 

It  seemed  to  the  members  of  the  board  of  agriculture  that  this  "pressure'* 
had  the  appearance  of  a  speculative  rather  than  a  homestead  character,  and 
the  event  shows  the  correctness  of  their  surmise  as  of  the  10,320  acre& 
sold  from  that  time,  to  the  27th  of  January  of  this  year,  only  240  acres 
were  bought  by  settlers,  the  remaining  10,080  being  hard  wood  timber 
lands  that  had  recently  largely  appreciated  in  value  and  were  bought  up 
by  lumbermen  and  timber  speculators  at  the  prices  at  which  they  were 
held  before  the  recent  advance  of  hard  wood  timber. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  "  imaginary  settlers  "  with  the  acrei^;e 
they  acquired  for  their  homesteads: 
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The  Cummer  Lumber  Company,  of  Cadillac 3,960  acres,  at  $6  25 

David  WArd,  of  Detroit _ 106,295 

The  Empire  Lumber  Company  (of  Chicago) 800 

Alger,  Smith  &  Co.,  of  Detroit _.. 68,483 

Penoyer  Bros.,  of  An  Sable 680 

Buckley  A  Douglas,  of  Manistee 680 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  expresses  no  desire  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
these  lands,  but  does  desire  that  the  State  shall  have  the  full  benefit  of 
any  appreciation  in  value  which  the  development  of  new  railroads,  or  the 
opening  of  new  markets  may  occasion.  ^ 

Fifths  Finally,  in  direct  violation  of  the  terms  under  which  this  grant 
of  land  was  accepted  by  the  State  from  the  United  States,  which,  as  already 
quoted,  recjuires  that  *^  all  expenses  of  the  management  of  said  lands 
shall  be  paid  from  the  State  treasury,  so  that  the  entire  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  said  lands  shall  be  applied  without  any  diminution  whatever  to 
the  endowment  and  support  of  a  college  to  teach  branches  of  learning 
related  to  agriculture,  etc."  These  trust  runds  have  been  regularly  charged, 
with  certain  of  these  expenses  of  management,  namely,  the  reappraisal 
and  advertising  of  forfeited  lands,  and  in  one  case  a  small  sum  lor  tres- 
pass examinations  together  aggregating,  without  interest,  or  with  simple 
interest  at  7  per  cent,  $435,465. 

Considering  now  in  conclusion  the  sixth  section  as  to  recommendations 
for  the  future  course  or  policy,  the  following  is  submitted: 

During  President  Abbott's  administration  the  board  and  faculty  con- 
sulted at  one  of  the  board  meetings  every  month. 

Since  that  plan  was  abandoned  they  seem  to  have  drifted  apart.. 

Closer  relations  should  be  cultivated. 

Great  latitude  should  be  given  to  the  president  in  his  powers  and  priv- 
ileges in  employing  and  directing  his  assistants.  He  could  and  should  be 
held  responsible  for  the  su<(cesses  or  failures  resulting  from  his 
administration. 

Compulsory  manual  labor,  except  as  needed  in  conducting  the  practical 
education  in  the  industrial  branches,  should  be  abandoned.  Where  so 
needed  it  should  be  rigidly  demanded  and  should  not  be  paid  for. 

When  students  elect  to  work,  and  there  is  work  for  them  to  do,  it  should 
be  paid  for  at  a  price  commensurate  to  the  class  of  l^bor  performed. 

The  dormitory  system  should  be  gradually  abandoned. 

More  elective  studies  or  courses  should  be  added. 

Adopt  a  popular  two  years'  course  that  shall  at  the  same  time  be  a  part 
of  the  four  years'  course. 

Strengthen  and  subdivide  the  agricultural  course,  adding  to  its  practical 
or  industrial  side  indoors  and  outdoors. 

Li  the  experimental  work  keep  abreast  of  the  better  class  of  farmers, 
finding  out  and  demonstrating  the  value  of  new  things. 

The  portion  of  the  college  farm  now  devoted  to  experimental  purposes 
should  be  maintained  as  a  model  farm.  In  the  minds  of  your  committee 
there  exists  an  opportunity  for  improvement   in  this  respect 

Ninety.five  per  cent  of   the  people  of   Michigan  are  in  the  various 

industrial  vocations  and  only  5  per  cent  in  the  learned  professions,  yet 

almost^  the  opposite  ratio  is  maintained  in  the  appropriations  for  the 

education  at  our  colleges  of  the  two  classes,  this  state  of  affairs  should

be  changed  and  greater  promiDence  given  the  subjects  that  fit  the  great 
majority  for  the  work  they  should  and  will  pursue.  The  "mechanic 
arts"  occupy  second  place  only  to  agriculture  in  this  great  list  of  fol- 
lowers. Can  we  not  then  recommend  that  a  college  endowed  liberally 
by  conp^ress*to  "promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the 
industrial  classes*'  be  occupied  by  eliminating  the  course  in  mechanic 
arts?    We  think  not,  we  should  build  up  not  tear  down.

I  do  not  think  this  report  shows  fully  the  difficulties  through  which  the 
college  has  been  laboring,  nor  does  it  place  the  institution  in  such  a  light 
that  It  will  satisfy  t|ie  agriculturalist  that  they  are  getting  the  beet  results 
from  the  expenditure  01  so  large  sums  of  money.  ^ 

I  do  not  think  the  farm  is  made  by  any  means  a  model  one,  or  such  as 
would  incite  a  spirit  of  emulation  amon^  farmers  and  others  visiting  it. 

There  is  not  sufficient  care  exercised  m  keeping  the  different  kinds  of 
stock  to  show  their  qualities  for  breeding  purposes. 

There  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  a  proper  system  of  accounts  in  the  agricult- 
ural department,  such  as  would  show  the  profits  or  loss  in  growing  the 
different  crops,  also  in  feeding,  in  comparing  silage  with  roofs  to  show 
which  is  best  and  most  profitable  for  farmers.  I  am  opposed  to  co-educa- 
tion in  this  school.  I  believe  it  would  not  be  conducive  to  good  morals, 
and  that  the  branches  taught  here  which  ladies  could  take  are  better 
taught  in  other  schools  in  the  State. 

Other  than  as  above  set  forth  I  concur  in  the  report.

Mr.  Sullivan  moved  to  substitute  the  following  for  the  bill: 

A  BILL  to  provide  for  the  election  of  electors  of  President  and  Vice  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States  and  to  repeal  all  other  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
in  conflict  herewith. 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  at  the 
general  election  next  preceding  the  choice  of  President  and  Vice  President 
of  the  United  States,  there  shall  be  elected  as  many  electors  of  President 
and  Vice  President  as  this  State  may  be  entitled  to  elect  of  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress,  in  the  following  manner,  that  is  to  say:  There 
shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  districts  hereinafter  defi.ned  one 
elector  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  in  each  dis- 
trict who  shall  be  known  and  designated  on  the  ballot,  respectively,  as 
eastern  district  elector  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States  at  large,  and  western  district  elector  of  President  and  Vice  President 
of  the  United  States  at  large;  there  shall  also  be  elected  in  like  manner 
two  alternate  electors  of  President  and  Vice  President,  who  shall  be  known 
and  designated  on  the  ballot,  as  the  eastern  district  alternate  elector  of 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  at  large,  and  western 
district  alternate  elector  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States  at  large,  for  which  purpose  the  first,  second,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth 
and  tenth  congressional  districts  shall  compose  one  district  to  be  known  as 
the  eastern  electoral  district,  and  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  ninth,  eleventh 
and  twelfth  congressional  districts  shall  compose  the  other  district,  to  be 
known  as  the  western  electoral  district;  there  shall  also  be  elected  by  the 
electors  in  each  congressional  district  into  which  the  State  is  or  shall  be 
divided,  one  elector  of  President  and  Vice  President,  and  one  alternate 
elector  of  President  and  Vice  President,  the  ballots  for  which  shall  desig- 
nate the  number  of  the  congressional  district  and  the  persons  to  be  voted 
for  therein,  as  district  elector  and  alternate  district  elector  of  President 
and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  respectively. 

Sec.  2.  The  counting,  canvassing  and  certifying  of  the  votes  cast  for 
said  electors  at  large,  and  their  alternates,  and  said  district  electors  and 
their  alternates,  shall  be  done,  as  near  as  may  be,  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
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now  provided  by  law  for  the  election  of  electors  of  President  and  Vice 
President  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  prepare  three  lists  of  the  names  of 
the  electors  and  the  alternate  electors,  procure  thereto  the  signature  of  the 
Governor,  affix  the  seal  of  the  State  to  the  same,  and  deliver  such  certifi- 
cates thus  signed  and  sealed  to  one  of  the  electors  on  or  before  the  second 
Monday  of  January  next  following  said  general  election.  In  case  of  death, 
disability,  refusal  to  act,  or  neglect  to  attend,  by  the  hour  of  twelve  o'clock 
at  noon  of  said  day,  of  either  of  said  electors  at  large,  the  duties  of  the 
office  shall  be  performed  by  the  alternate  electors  at  Targe,  that  is  to  say: 
The  eastern  district  alternate  elector  at  large  shall  supply  the  place  of  the 
eastern  district  elector  at  lai^e,  and  the  western  district  alternate  elector 
at  large  shall  supply  the  place  of  the  western  district  elector  at  large.  In 
like  case,  the  alternate  congressional  district  elector  shall  supply  the  place 
of  the  congressional  district  elector.  In  case  two  or  more  persons  have  an 
equal  and  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  any  office  created  by  this  act  as 
canvassed  by  the  board  of  State  canvassers  the  Legislature,  in  joint  con- 
vention, shall  choose  one  of  said  persons  to  fill  such  office,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  convene  the  Legislature  in  special  session  for 
such  purpose  immediately  upon  such  determination  by  said  board  of  State 
canvassers. 

Sbo.  4.  The  said  electors  of  President  and  Vice  President  shall  convene 
in  the  Senate  chamber  at  the  capitol  of  the  State  at  the  hour  of  twelve 
o'clock  at  noon,  on  the  second  Monday  of  January  immediately  following 
their  election  and  shall  proceed  to  perform  the  duties  of  such  electors  as 
required  by  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States.  The 
alternate  electors  shall  also  be  be  in  attendance,  but  shall  take  no  part  in 
the  proceedings  except  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  5.  Each  of  said  electors  and  alternate  electors  shall  receive  the  sum 
of  five  dollars  for  each  day's  attendance  at  the  meeting  of  the  electors  as 
above  provided,  and  five  cents  per  mile  for  the  actual  and  necessary  dis- 
tance traveled  each  way  in  going  to  and  returning  from  said  place  of  meet- 
ing, the  same  to  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  the  allowance  of  the 
Board  of  State  Auditors. 

Sec.  6.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed.

Mr.  Buzzell  presented  the  following  protest: 

I  desire  to  enter  my  protest  against  the  passage  of  the  so-called  Weiss 
bill  relative  to  the  election  of  president  and  vice  president.  The  repeal 
of  the  Miner  law  and  the  re-enactment  of  this  measure  marks  a  step  back- 
ward in  the  history  of  Michigan,  and  as  it  is  done  simply  to  gain  a  tempo- 
rary partisan  advantage,  it  ought  to  receive  the  condemnation  of  every  fair 
minded  citizen  who  is  willing  to  lay  aside  his  partisan  prejudices  for  the 
welfare  of  the  State.  You  do  not  claim  that  the  so-called  Miner  law  is  not 
a  good  measure,  but  you  say  that  it  is  not  practicable  until  the  system  is 
adopted  by  the  other  states  of  the  Union.  That,  to  me,  is  a  poor  excuse. 
We  ought  not  to  trim  our  sails  to  fit  the  other  states,  for  when  we  have 
done  our  duty  to  the  voters  of  our  own  state,  and  set  an  example  for  the 
sister  states  to  follow,  we  have  performed  our  duty  well. 

I  consider  it  a  compliment  to  the  intelligence  and  patriotism  of  the  peo- 
ple of  this  great  State,  that  their  representatives  were  the  first  to  revive  a 
principle  which,  although  as  old  as  the  republic  itself,  has  lain  dormant 
under  Bepublican  domination  until  public  opinion  again  thrust  it  to  the 
front.  Do  not  delude  yourselves  with  the  idea  that  this  system  was  a  child 
of  the  Legislature  of  1881.  Do  not  think  that  it  has  not  been  advocated 
by  statesmen  who  have  stood  high  in  the  councils  of  the  Bepublican  party 
at  the  national  capital;  for  men  like  Gen.  John  A.  Logan  and  Oliver  P. 
Morton  fought  for  it  bravely  in  the  national  congress,  and  would  have 
carried  it  through  had  it  not  been  for  the  unscrupulous  politicians  who 
controlled  the  party  and  who  were  always  ready  to  cast  aside  their  patriotic 
impulses,  if  they  ever  had  any,  to  subserve  their  political  ends.  Even  the 
great  Lincoln,  and  no  one  ever  dared  to  question  his  Republicanism ^ 
declared  that  next  to  an  election  of  a  president  by  the  popular  vote,  it  was 
fairer  than  the  dangerous,  cumbersome  and  antiquated  system  you  propose 
to  adopt.  There  is  nothing  inconsistent  with  popular  government  in  the 
Miner  law,  and  no  one  knows  it  better  than  the  common  people.  .You 
Republicans  could  with  just  as  much  consistency  advocate  the  ^ging  away 
with  the  present  law  of  electing  congressmen  by  districts  and  elect  them 
in  the  same  manner  as  you  propose  to  elect  presidential  electors  if  the 
present  law  is  repealed;  but  I  am  positive  that  there  is  not  a  Republican 
,  upon  this  floor  who  would  dare  to  advocate  such  a  system,  no  matter  how 
much  he  might  desire  it;  and  yet,  if  it  is  right  to  change  the  Miner  law, 
it  is  right  to  change  the  other.  This  bill  practically  disfranchises  200,000 
electors  of  Michigan,  who  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  State 
were  able  last  November  to  cast  their  vote  and  have  it  mean  something:. 
Tou  have  passed  this  bill,  and  the  party  of  Stockbridge  in  Michigan  will 
follow  the  party  of  Harrison  in  the  nation.  The  Democrats  of  this  House 
were  not  anxious  to  discuss  this  question  with  any  hope  or  expectation 
that  they  would  be  able  to  defeat  the  passage  of  this  partisan  measure; 
bot  they  discussed  it  simply  because  they  believed  they  were  right,  and 
thns  believing,  are  not  ashamed  to  let  the  people  know  just  how  and  where 
they  stand.  Tou  have  repealed  the  Miner  law;  but  I  want  to  impress  it 
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upon  your  minds  that  you  are  not  the  court  of  last  resort,  but  that  the 
higher  court  of  public  opinion  will  reverse  your  decision  at  the  next  gen- 
eral election,  and  consign  the  last  vestige  of  Republican  supremacy  in 
Michigan  to  that  oblivion  which  it  so  richly  deserves.  *

In  case  a  decree  is  given  in  favor  of  the  validity  of  any  disputed 
tax,  and  tie  person  contesting  its  validity  desires  to  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  he  shall  be  allowed  to  do  so  on  paying  the  amount  of  the 
decree  to  tte  county  treasurer,  within  ten  days  after  the  date  of  such 
decree,  who  shall  retain  the  same  until  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  pay  the  same  to  the  party  interested  if  such  tax  is  held  invalid;  if  held 
valid,  then  such  money  shall  be  credited  to  the  proper  fund.

25,  1893,  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature  will  transact  no  other  busi- 
ness than  for  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
to  sign  enrolled  bills  for  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  the  entry 
of  the  same  on  the  Journal  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  House,  and  the  time  of  final  adjournment  of  the  Legislature 
shall  be  the  29th  day  of  May,  1893,  at  12  o'clock  noon  of  that  day,  be 
rescinded,  and  the  following  is  hereby  adopted:

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36  to  50  millions  of  dollars  of  property,  asking  the  passage  of  the  Detroit 
charter  bill. 

On  demand  of  Mr.  Moore, 

The  petition  was  read  at  length,  and  spread  at  large  on  the  Journal, 
as  follows: 
To  the  Honorable^  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan:  < 

We,  the  undersigned,  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  city  of  Detroit, 
respectfully  represent,  that  we  believe  the  revision  of  the  city  charter  of 
Detroit,  now  pending  before  your  honorable  body,  beihg  House  bill  No. 
422,  is  a  charter  which  commends  itself  to  our  approval,  as  being  espec- 
ially fitted  to  meet  the  most  pressing  demands  of  our  city  government  in 
the  line  of  reforming  many  of  the  abuses  now  existing,  and  will  tend  to 
provide  us  with  an  efficient  and  economical  administration  of  affairs. 

That  this  is  not  a  new  charter,  but  a  revision. 

Its  provisions  reduce  <he  number  of  registrars  of  election  from  six  to 
three,  that  of  clerks  and  gatekeepers,  and  fixes  the  amount  of  fees  and 
expenses,  which  will  effect  a  saving,  as  we  are  informed,  of  at  least  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  at  each  election. 

It  puts  the  election  provisions,  now  scattered  in  various  laws,  into  one 
act,  so  that  every  one  who  cares  to  read  it  may  know  them. 

It  gives  the  controller  charge  of  the  employes  in  the  public  buildings. 

Makes  bribery  of  aldermen  and  members  of  the  boards  punishable  by 
severe  penalty. 

Enables  the  city  to  obtain  the  right  of  way  over  old  lines  for  new  lines 
of  street  railway,  so  that  they  can  reach  the  central  parts  of  the  city. 

Also  enables  the  city  to  obtain  the  rights  of  the  plank  road  companies 
inside  the  city  limits,  and  if  need  be,  to  condemn  them. 

Provides  for  issuing  registered  bonds,  which  will  allow  savings  banks  to 
invest  in  them,  and  will  therefore  make  them  sell  better. 

Submits  any  increase  in  the  debt  to  the  electors,  before  bonds  are  issued. 

Consolidates  the  law  business  of  the  city  under  one  head  as  a  department 
of  law. 

Provides  for  one  inspector  of  buildings  in  place  of  three. 

The  powers  of  the  Board  of  Health  are  more  accurately  defined,  and 
-•especially  with  reference  to  coping  with  an  epidemic  such  as  cholera,  etc. 

And  it  enables  the  city  to  reasonably  regulate  the  price  of  gas  sold  to 
the  inhabitants. 

These  are  the  more  important  of  the  new  things  incorporated;  the  other 
4natter  relating  mainly  to  changes  of  language,  in  cases  where  doubts 
existed  as  to  proper  construction  of  existing  provisions. 

These  changes  are,  in  our  opinion,  matters  of  vital  importance  to  the 
taxpaying  interests  of  Detroit.  They  look  not  to  special  interests,  but  to 
the  good  of  the  community;  and  we  think  it  is  now  time  that  the  public 
interests  are  considered  in  determining  what  shall  be  the  municipal  law  of 
this  city;  and  we  trust  that  the  Legislature,  when  this  matter  is  presented 
to  them,  will  look  to  the  interests  of  the  city  and  give  us  such  changes  in 
our  charter  as  will  protect  and  sustain  the  cause  of  good  government  in 
our  city.

First,  Governor,  Secretary  of  State, 
State  Treasurer,  Auditor  General,  Commissioner  of  State  Land  Office, 
Attorney  General,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Justices  of 
Supreme  Court,  Commissioner  of  Railroads,  Mechanical  Superintendent 
of  Railroads,  Insurance  Commissioner,  Bank  Commissioner,  State  Oil 
Inspector.    Second,  All  members  of  the  Legislature. 

Sbc.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  issue  to  each 
member  of  the  Legislature  and  to  each  State  officer  mentioned  above  a  cer- 
tificate in  the  following  form  on  or  before  the  24th  day  of  December  pre- 
vious to  the  commencement  of  his  term  of  office:

"This  is  to  certify  that  the  bearer,  Hon is  a 

State ,  and  thereby  entitled  to  free  transportation  on  the 

railwavs  of  the  State  of  Michigan  from to. 

ai^  all  conductors  on  any  railway  in  the  State  of  Michigan  are  hereby 
authorized  to  recognize  this  certificate  and  pass  the  bearer  free."

Such  certificate  shall  entitle  such  State  officer  to  ride  free  upon  any 
railroad  in  this  State  and  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  mileage  chargeable  to  tha 
State. 
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Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  State  officer  to  transfer  such  certif- 
icate to  any  other  person,  and  any  person  accepting  such  certificate  shall^ 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  fine,  and  the  State  officer 
transferring  the  same  shall  forfeit  such  certificate  and  the  right  to  any 
benefit  thereof  for  the  remainder  of  his  term  of  office. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  conductor  to  take  up  every  such  certif- 
icate if  presented  by  any  other  person  than  the  officer  named  therein,  and 
return  the  same  to  the  general  manager  of  the  railroad,  and  the  general 
manager  shall  return  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  report  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  same  was  taken  up.

Mr.  Bishop  arose  in  his  place  and  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  Speaker — The  actual  legislative  work  of  this  session  is  abeut  closed. 
Our  duties  as  members  of  this  body,  whether  well  or  illy  done,  are  abo)it 
to  cease.  I  think,  standing  as  I  now  do,  at  the  very  gateway  of  our  depart- 
ure, with  the  experience  that  I  have  had  in  the  past,  when  the  ardor  of 
party  strife  has  already  begun  to  cool,  that  the  motive  of  all  has  been  for 
a  common  good,  and  that  our  best  and  greatest  ambition  has  been  for  the 
welfare  of  the  State  and  the  best  interest  of  our  constituency.  That  we 
have  made  the  wisest  laws,  or  accomplished  the  greatest  possible  good, 
might  be  well  doubted;  but  tkat  we  have  striven  earnestly  in  that  direc- 
tion, I  believe  all  here  at  this  time  will  bear  me  testimony.  As  we  go  out 
from  here  we  will  carry  nearest  our  hearts,  as  a  sacred  memory  the  many 
kind  associations  of  this  session,  the  friendships  here  formed,  the  manly 
ambitions  here  engendered.  We  will  look  back  on  the  little  contests  we 
have  had,  the  hour  of  disappointment,  as  we  look  back  on  the  hostilitiss 
of  school  boy  days,  not  to  be  cherished  but  as  a  bit  of  spice  which  really  . 
has  made  the  session,  on  the  whole,  more  enjoyable.  We  will  go  out  from 
here  no  longer  partisans,  but  as  members  of  the  Legislature  of  18f  3. 
Whenever  we  meet  hereafter  it  will  be  in  that  memory. 

Among  all  the  officers  of  our  body,  I  know  you  will  all  heartily  agree 
with  me,  there  is  no  person  who  has  occupied  a  more  delicate,  responsibk 
and  arduous  position  than  our  Speaker,  the  only  emolument  of  whose 
office  above  our  own  is  the  honorable  position  which  he  holds,  and  the 
kindly  feeling  that  members  on  this  floor  may  have  toward  him.  That  his 
greatest  ambition  has  been  to  serve  us  well,  to  advance  the  usefulness  of 
this  body  and  to  serve  the  State,  I  believe  all  will  concede.  That  he  could 
please  all,  at  all  times,  is  more  than  any  presiding  officer  has  ever  been 
able  to  do;  and  so,  this  night,  recognizing  the  laborious  and  difficult  duties 
of  our  Speaker  well  performed,  and  I  speak  advisedly,  many  members 
on  this  floor  have  united  in  purchasing  a  small  testimonial  of  our  regard 
and  appreciation.  The  value  is  not  great,  but  it  will  serve  to  remind  you 
in  your  future  life,  which  is  so  largely  before  you,  I  trust,  that  the  members 
of  this  body  joining  in  this  gift,  join  also  in  giving  to  you  the  kindest 
wishes  for  your  future  wel&re  and  advancement.  It  will  tone  down  the 
memory  of  anxiety,  of  labor,  of  the  occasional  sharp  word  or  criticism, 
which  was  but  half  meant  and  often  given  in  the  heat  of  disappointment; 
and  I  trust  will  give  to  you  and  to  all  a  kindly  remembrance  of  each  other. 

A  silver  tea  set  had  been  placed  on  the  clerk's  desk  during  the  remarks. 

The  Speaker  replied  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  House— I  accept  the  beautiful  gift  before  me  and 


return  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  donors  for  this  evidence  of  their  good 
will  and  esteem.  As  your  presiding  oflScer  during  the  days  of  the  session 
just  ending,  I  desire  to  thank  the  members  one  and  all  for  the  courteous 
treatment  accorded  me.  I  would  not  be  doing  myself  justice  did  I  not 
acknowledge  the  efficient  service  rendered  both  myself  and  the  State  by 
Lewis  M.  Miller,  chief  clerk,  Samuel  Cook,  journal  clerk,  Daniel  Grossman, 
corresponding  clerk,  and  M.  L.  Munson,  financiel  cl^rk  The  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  and  his  assistants  also  deserve  commend&tion.  By  careful  attention 
to  their  duties  the  committee  clerks  have  facilitated  the  business  of  the 
House  and  helped  to  shorten  the  session.  The  keepers  of  the  document 
room  and  of  the  cloak  room  have  been  faithful  in  their  respective  places, 
nor  can  I  omit  the  janitors  and  messenger  boys,  as  all  deserve  commenda- 
tion. Our  work  is  nearly  ended.  We  have  labored  faithfully  to  serve  onr 
constituents  and  the  State  of  Michigan,  the  results  of  our  deliberations 
are  before  the  people  for  their  verdict  of  approval  or  disapproval.  In 
conclusion,  again  I  thank  you  for  this  beautiful  gift  and  hope  that  the 
session  of  '95  will  find  each  one  of  you  back  in  your  seat,  reelected  by 
overwhelming  majorities,  meantime,  success  and  prosperity  be  your  lot. 

Mr.  Sullivan  arose  in  his  place  and  spoke  as  follows: 

It  is  with  the  keenest  sense  of  gratitude  and  with  pleasant  feelings  no 
words  can  possibly  convey  that  I  accept  the  pleasant  task  of  representing 
the  sentiment  and  feelings  of  my  democratic  colleagues  in  this  Legislature 
on  this  occasion. 

We  are  about  to  close  our  labors  as  the  representatives  of  our  State  in 
the  Legislature  of  1893.  And  that  body  with  all  its  good,  grand  and 
noble  acts  as  well  as  its  shortcomings,  deficiencies  and  errors,  will  live 
only  in  the  history  of  our  State,  and  in  the  individual  recollections  and 
associations  of  its  members.  To  me,  to  every  democrat,  some  of  these 
recollections  and  associations  are  sweet  indeed;  not  to  be  forgotten  till 
earthly  places  and  earthlv  scenes  fade  forever,  till  death  dims  the  eye 
and  darkens  the  individual  home  of  each.  And  now,  at  the  close  of  mj 
first  experience  in  legislative  matters,  I  leave  to  the  members  of  this  body 
majority  and  minority  alike,  the  kindest  feelings,  the  thoughts  most  pleas- 
ant, and  the  sincerest  God  speed  to  follow  every  individual  member  to  his 
respective  home;  and  I  take  this  opportunity  to  invite  every  member  who 
may  hereafter  visit  on  business  or  pleasure,  the  beautiful,  growing,  hos- 
pitable and  flourishing  city  by  the  rapids  to  partake  of  my  simple  hospi- 
tality and  to  none  shall  be  the  doors  of  my  humble  cottage  or  the  portals 
of  my  heart  more  willingly  thrown  ajar,  and  you  welcomed  in. 

There  is  one  man  on  the  floor  of  this  house,  with  whom,  while  some 
may  differ,  all  respect  and  honor.  Born  to  be  a  leader  among  men, 
his  intelligence,  polish  and  natural  ability,  most  admirably  fit  him  for 
that  position.  For  two  terms  he  has  been  a  member  of  this  honorable 
Legislature.  A  more  concientious  legislator,  a  more  intelligent  mem- 
ber, a  more  honorable  gentleman  never  answered  roll  call  or  occupied 
a  seat  herein.  True  to  his  convictions,  honest  with  himself  and  charit- 
able to  those  with  whom  he  may  differ,  I  point  to  the  Hon.  T,  E. 
Barkworth  as  a  model  legislator.  Would  to  heaven,  for  the  fair  fame 
and  prosperity  of  our  country,  there  were  none  other  than  men  of  his 
character,  ability  and  integrity,  eligible  to  seats  in  our  legislative  halls. 
Every  page  of  the  public  acts  of  1891  bears  evidence  of  his  usefulness, 
his  fidelity  to  the  interests  of  his  State.  No  not  every  page  for  many 
exist  only  in  the  greatful  memory  of  a  people  who  once  enjoyed  their  pro- 
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tection  and  benefit.  Mc^y  of  the  acts  of  the  present  Legislature  testify 
as  to  his  usefulness  as  a  legislator.  Faithful  watch  dog  and  guardian 
of  the  people's  interests,  political  friends  and  enemies  alike  honor  him 
to  whom  honor  is  due,  and  as  a  mark  of  the  appreciation  in  which  you, 
sir,  are  held  by  your  Democratic  colleagues  on  this  floor,  I  desire  on 
their  behalf  to  present  you  with  this  cane;  plain,  simple,  valueless  except 
for  its  associations,  it  is  in  keeping  and  harmony  with  your  Democratic 
principles.  We  ask  you  to  accept  it,  not  on  account  of  its  intrinsic 
value  so  much  as  because  of  the  spirit  which  prompts  its  donation.  I 
can  assure  you,  sir,  that  every  member  of  the  minority  is  in  sympathy 
with  your  politics,  is  proud  of  you  as  a  colleague  and  loves  you  as  a 
man.  Take  it,  and  as  in  declining  years  its  use  may  be  necessary,  may 
it  ever  remind  you  of  the  loyal,  true,  and  willing  support  of  the  minor- 
ity in  the  Legislature  of  1893.  I,  in  behalf  every  member  of  the  min- 
ority, wish  for   heaven's    choicest    blessings    to    rest    upon    you    ever. 

To  you  all  my  associates  I  bid  an  honest,  oamest,  but  sorrowful  farewell. 
JbMendship's  ties  are  not  easily  severed,  and  I  can  point  to  some  of  the 
warmest  of  my  personal  friends  among  the  members  of  this  body.  For 
their  political  differences  I  care  naught.  I  admire  the  honest,  conscien- 
tious man  though  he  may  differ  with  me.  Ood  forbid  that  I  should  become 
so  narrow  as  to  admire  not  the  deserving  man  though  he  differ  from  me.  I 
can  point  to  every  member  of  this  House  and  say  he  is  my  friend,  and  can 
assure  him  that  feeling  is  reciprocated,  while  to  the  inner  recess  I  take 
the  tall  hemlock  from  Gogebic  and  many  others.  I  bid  you  all  farewell 
and  may  God  ever  bless  you  and  yours.
